New Cupola in Rochester's Historic Town Center

It was a magnificent sight to behold as a new 
cupola soared skyward on June 17. It soared with its 
bronze and copper eagle perched inside the peaked 
roof. It soared with its glistening copper roof. It soared 
as a symbol of what can be accomplished when people 
come together and share talents, resources, and time. 
Rochester's Plumb Library wears its new cupola with 
pride as a work of art in the historic village center. 

But let's back up to how this truly elegant piece of 
engineering and design came to be. 

Library Director Gail Roberts told The Wanderer ,

"The project came about because the old cupola, which 
was original to the building and built in 1976, leaked and 
sometimes the rain would pool up in the attic and would 
drip down into the library. Not good! Andrew Daniel, 
Rochester's Facilities Manager, explored it and found that 
it was open to the attic underneath, as the original idea 
was to have a light in the cupola. He suggested that we 
get a new cupola in the style of the old one, and that he 
would close up the space underneath it." 

After looking into the cost to replace the cupola, 
it quickly became apparent that a new one was out of the 
question. "It was cost prohibitive," Daniel said. 

Daniel said that the cost for a new cupola was 
about $14,000. "There was no way the town could do it." 
Daniel knew of the skills and cooperative climate at Old 
Colony Regional Vocational Technical High School as 
he had worked with the students and instructors there 
on other town projects. He approached the school about 
building a new cupola, and Daniel said, "They saved 
the day." Yet the school alone, even with the town's 
assistance, couldn't get this job done. 

Daniel spearheaded collaboration between 
OCRVTHS carpentry shop and businessman Richard 
Miranda, owner of Diversified Roofing Systems located in 
New Bedford. 

Miranda heard through a mutual acquaintance 
that the town needed some help and that Old Colony was 
willing to build the wooden structure. Miranda donated 
copper sheeting for the roof and the technical expertise to 
apply the metal to the multifaceted roofline. 

"I went to the old Apponequet High School. 

They had shops back then. My grandfather always told

me do whatever you want, but have a trade to fall back 
on/' Miranda shared. With that sage advice, Miranda did 
two things: he followed his heart, and he developed a 
successful trade and business. On staff, Miranda also has 
a graduate of Old Colony. He is paying it forward both in 
terms of sharing knowledge and resources while honoring 
his grandfather's memory. 

"We did the copper work," Miranda said of the 
shiny new copper-covered roof the cupola sports. "It's a 
dying art," he demurred. He said the students were very 
helpful and willing to learn. "We spent the whole day 
teaching the kids - 1 even shut off my phone," he said 
with a chuckle. "It took about one hundred man hours to 
do the copper because of the angles," he said. 

Carpentry instructor Douglas Sims, who took 
over the project that was started by retiring instructor 
Stu Norton, said the students built the wooden structure 
using rough drawings provided by Daniel. He said the 
students also worked with manufacturer's instructions 
for the tricky part of installing the four window sections. 
Of the day spent working at Miranda's shop, Sims said, 
"The five students didn't want to leave!" Norton said that 
opportunities such as this are beneficial, "Kids get to learn 
with very little cost to the school." 

Daniel said he was going to try to install the 
cupola himself in three pieces. Miranda once again 
provided vital support. Miranda donated hours to the 
installation of the finished piece with a team of workers

chairperson on the Gardening Committee of The Bidwell 
House Colonial Museum, and I was president of The 
Berkshire Hatchery Foundation, the only volunteer-run 
hatchery in the U.S. Fish & Wildlife system.

others in the history here of fish boats, catboats, skipjacks, 
knockabouts, and schooners. David also kindly loaned 
me the treasure of a book, personally autographed to him 
by the author Edward F. R. Wood, entitled Sailing Days in 
Mattapoisett 1870 to 1960. On page 42, thirteen owners of 
Buzzard Bay 30s include the name of Robert W. Emmons 
of Tobey Island, who was my father's second cousin. Also 
in the index, his name is listed three times as skipper of 
The Endeavor and Enterprise in the J-Boat America's Cup 
races. 

This nautical yarn of this adventuresome tale 
takes me full circle back to a sailing family heritage 
that includes my father, whose boat was The Quakeress 
around Jamestown Island in Narragansett Bay, and his 
uncle Arthur B. Emmons as commodore of the Ida Lewis 
Yacht Club in Newport. My next nautical article may find 
inspiration over the horizon from Crescent Beach to the 
whaling island of Nantucket, where my wife's great, great 
grandfather was the first lighthouse keeper and who first 
charted the waters around Martha's Vineyard and Block 
Island.

travel, hotel, food, and other expenses including the 
course itself, which costs $3,000. If there is anything left 
from the grant, the town can ask for reimbursement for 
the cost of my salary while I am away for two weeks." 

"And you can handle something if anything 
should happen while you're away?" Selectman Rick 
Nunes asked. 

Eldridge replied that she always has provisions in 
place. "I can find the right person for whatever situation 
is happening. But I can't submit the paperwork fully 
without approval from the Board of Selectmen and a letter 
of recommendation from them." She added that Rochester 
Police Chief Paul Magee had offered to write the letter 
of recommendation for her, with the approval of the 
Selectmen. 

"We have no problem with that," said Selectman 
Brad Morse before the board approved her submission. 

Next on the agenda, Parker introduced the 
Rochester Town Hall's official Facebook page. "We're 
always looking for more efficient ways to get information 
to the public," Parker explained. "This new page will have 
any current news, snow cancellations, meeting agendas 
and minutes, elections, and more." 

The page is called 'Town of Rochester Town Hall' 
and was put together by Amanda Baptiste, the Board of 
Selectmen's Administrative Assistant. "It looks beautiful, 
very professional," Parker said. "We're looking forward to 
seeing how many people 'Like' the page and share it with

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their friends." 

"It's a good idea. I like the idea," said Nunes. "I 
would only be concerned that it could become some sort 
of gripe forum, where people could bring up all of their 
issues..." 


"We'll have to keep a close eye on that," Parker 
agreed. "That's not the intended use of the page." 

Parker had some news to close out the meeting. 
"The Massachusetts Town Clerks Association has decided 
that all public records requests should be taken to the 
Town Clerk," she said. Parker holds the Rochester Town 
Clerk position. "The idea is to get the info out as quickly 
as possible. I'll then refer the request to the appropriate 
department, and they'll respond to the request directly," 
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she explained. 

Parker also raised the new subject of early voting. 
"It's something we haven't really done here in the past," 
she said. "But it's different than absentee voting because 
you don't need to fill out the absentee form. You'll fill out 
the privacy sleeve and then the votes will be processed 
just like absentee votes on Election Day." 

Rochester locals can participate in early voting 
from October 24 to November 4 of this year by visiting the 
Town Clerk's office during open hours. Parker clarified 
that early voting is only for the coming presidential 
election at the moment. 

The Selectmen voted to skip the next meeting, as 
it is the week before July 4. The next meeting of the Board 
of Selectmen will be held on July 11 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall.

We're very proud of you as a 
community/' Selectmen Chairman Jody Dickerson said, 
commending the girls. "We're proud of what you've 
done." 

To recognize their accomplishment, he asked 
Head Coach Darren Feeney to stand at the front of the 
room and call each girl individually to receive a rose.

Town Administrator Paul Dawson gave the board 
his updates, starting with an update on the electric vehicle 
grant application that the board had previously approved. 
"We applied to the Department of Environmental 
Protection for three electric vehicles, and we've already 
been approved for a grant of $33,000. We're in the process 
of sending out the bidding. I wanted to make the board 
aware that the grant has been approved." 

"I wish all grants moved so quickly," Dickerson 
laughed. 

"I sent an email, had one question back, and then 
was approved from there," Dawson confirmed. 

"Well, you'd better frame that grant," Dickerson 

replied. 

Dawson also announced a new perpetual care fee 
from the Cemetery Commissioners. "We looked at 
the current model, and we realized that it's unsustainable 
for the future," he revealed, referring to covering 
maintenance costs. "We've talked about a perpetual care 
fee. It's a one-time fee, paid when you buy a lot. The fee 
is paid into a trust fund, where all the money will sit. 

The interest from that money will be drawn on to cover 
regular maintenance fees and minor repair fees." 

Dawson went on to explain that the proposed fee 
would be $200, and it would take effect July 1. 

"Marion has never charged a perpetual care fee," 
Dawson noted. "I've looked around and it seems like 
we are the only town which doesn't include one. But our 
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model is unsustainable. We need to change something." 
He had presented the idea to the board hoping that they 
would approve the new fee, which they did without 
question. 

Marion Affordable Housing Trust Chairman 
Jennifer Watson also attended the meeting for feedback 
from the selectmen on potential public transportation in 
Marion. "We've talked about this a lot. We have public 
transportation in Mattapoisett and in Wareham, but not in 
Marion." 

With Watson was Marion Council on Aging 
Director Heather Sylvia. "We're strongly in favor of public 
transportation," she declared. "I have a lot of residents 
who are still mobile, but can no longer afford a car. On

weekends and at certain times, they're very restricted in 
what they can do." 

"Would you reach out to SRPEDD [Southeastern 
Regional Planning and Economic Development District] 
and have them do a study on Marion and possible public 
transportation?" Dickerson asked Watson. 

"We'd like to," Watson replied. "We need a letter 
from the board stating their approval to ask SRPEDD for a 
bus service study." 

The board approved the letter. Selectman Stephen 
Gonsalves thought public transportation was a good idea. 
"I think it's great," he stated. "We need it here; there are a 
lot of people looking to get around." 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for July 12 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Police Station. 

Bikes, Buoys, And Roads 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 

By Marilou Newell 

On the evening of June 21, the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen discussed the issue of bike safety, once again 
finding it hard to reach a consensus on the best course 
of action to take to improve the bike path crossings at 
Mattapoisett Neck and Brandt Island Roads. 

Police Chief Mary Lyons said her research 
was incomplete but that the combination of bikers not 
stopping at the crossings and motorists traveling too fast 
was lethal. She had found that some cities and towns 
use a gate system that forces the bicyclists to slow down 
and / or stop as well as pedestrian crossing cones that 
gave motorists a visual cue to slow down. But that latter 
suggestion made Selectman Tyler Macallister comment, 
"The root of the problem is that people are not stopping," 
referring to the bicyclists not the motorists. 

Lyons thought that a committee should be used 
to weigh all the options and provide some clarity to the 
issue. 

There ensued a 20-minute, sometimes tense 
discussion that included bike path chairman Steve 
Kelleher, longtime advocate and prime mover of bike path 
projects Bonne DeSousa, and Highway Surveyor Barry

Denham, along with Lyons and the Board of Selectmen. 

Macallister referred to bicyclists as "your people" 
when addressing a point to Kelleher. That caused 
DeSousa to point out to him that it is the entire public at 
risk and not a group belonging to Kelleher. 

DeSousa also offered, "A complete street policy 
would help to get new funds." She believed that those 
funds could be used to improve safety at the crossings. 

DeSousa also said that more education was 
necessary beyond simply showing the children how to 
put on a bike helmet. She said that the state Department 
of Transportation has a program called "Safe Routes to 
School Programs" from which the town might benefit. 

However, Denham said that "...it's a grant 
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we tried to get twice in my ten years as the highway 
supervisor, but the schools have to apply for it, not the 
town. The schools don't want to do it because it doesn't 
benefit schools directly" 

It seemed that once again an impasse stalled 
efforts to fix a problem everyone at the table agreed 
existed. 

In the end, it was decided that a committee 
consisting of Denham, a representative from the police 
department, and a representative from the bike path 
committee would bring back concrete options for 
improving the crossings. They are expected to return to 
the July Board of Selectmen meeting with their findings.

Harbormaster Jill Simmons came before the selectmen 
to discuss the disestablishment of buoys and other 
navigational aids proposed by the USCG as mandated by 
the federal government. 

Simmons said that at least one of the four 
markers proposed for removal from Mattapoisett Harbor 
had to be kept, adding that, "Depending on what they 
take out, we'll have to put back," at a cost to the town. 

Simmons will draft an impact letter to the USCG 
who is asking for local feedback as they try to implement 
budget cutbacks. Simmons will pen the letter as part of 
her work with the Buzzards Bay Task Force and asked for 
the town's support. Support was granted. Simmons will 
keep the selectmen informed moving forward. 

Denham then came before the board to discuss 
the new gas line installations that have been ongoing 
throughout town. He said it was a complicated and slow 
process to remove the 100-year-old gas lines, but once 
complete "We'll be good for another one hundred years." 

Denham also presented the selectmen with a 
report listing the condition of every public roadway in 
the town. He said of the 46 miles of public access roads, 

74 roads were in good condition, 12 in fair condition, 
and 45 in poor condition. Denham said that the village 
street improvements would cost approximately $1 million 
dollars per mile and that there were 4.5 miles in that 
category. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne reported

that the TIP (state transportation improvement program) 
vote was taken and that Mattapoisett was slated for 
funding for village street improvements in 2021. The 
selectmen agreed that Gagne should prepare a RFQ for 
engineering services in advance of the fall town meeting 
so that Mattapoisett could be ready with the 25 percent 
engineered drawings required by the program. 

The selectmen also approved the transfer of 
$68,983 to cover various year-end overages from wages to 
legal services to snow and ice expenses. 

Also meeting with the selectmen was John 
Foggerty regarding his proposal to place a food truck at 
the town beach for the summer. 

After some discussion on the viability of the 


location to support a business, appropriate lease costs, 
and safety issues, Foggerty was asked to return with an 
updated proposal showing hours and days of operation. 
The selectmen agreed that the town beach location 
was less desirable than the town wharf location, with 
Macallister saying, "The Slip is the primo spot; the 
two locations are not on a par with each other." It was 
disclosed that the Ice Cream Slip pays the town $2,000 per 
season for the wharf location that includes easy access to 
electrical service and water. It was suggested that a fee of 
$500 per month for a trial period was acceptable for the 
town beach location. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for July 19 at the new time of 6:30 
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pm for the July and August 16 meetings. 

Residents Hope To Meet With Developer 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

On June 20, Mattapoisett Planning Board 
Chairman Tom Tucker was in the mood to see 
compromises between the latest team developing Brandt 
Point Village and the residents of the sub-division's Phase 
1. 

At the June 6 meeting, however, Tucker's mood 
had been notably one of exasperation, saying that "lip 
service" by the development team had to stop.

far as to ask the town's counsel to issue a cease and desist 
order based on information from residents of Phase 1 that 
Phase 2 construction had commenced, a violation of the 
phased construction plan. 

Tucker's tone was considerably tempered on this 
night as he told the sub-division residents that he had 
spoken to Mark Marcus of Omega Financial Corporation 
and had received assurances of compliance. 

"I spoke to Marcus this morning. He is aware of 
the problems and does want to finish Phase 1 because it's 
holding up Phase 2. He wants to meet with the residents," 
Tucker said. He went on to say that all parties had to be 
willing to make compromises and to comport themselves 
like adults. 

Tucker said that Marcus' engineer, A1 Loomis of 
McKenzie Engineering, was waiting for feedback from 
the town's engineer, Ken Motta of Field Engineering, and 
that a punch-list of over 100 line items of to-dos was being 
checked off. 

Still the mood of the residents was tense. 

Denis Demos, whose attendance at planning 
board meetings has been consistent, asked, "Who is going 
to be accountable?" He sought to get a firm grip on what 
authority would finally ensure that construction concerns 
of the residents would be handled. Tucker said, "When 
everything is built, we'll get as-built plans. I don't want to 
drag anyone through the mud."

hold him up until he is done/' referring to the completion 
of Phase 1 where eight households have been struggling 
through 10 years of incomplete construction and what, 
at times, has seemed to them like a revolving door of 
investors and developers. 

All residents had signed a letter submitted 
to the planning board for inclusion in the evening's 
informal discussion. Tucker read the letter that listed 
their grievances such as street lighting not in the proper 
location, a mail kiosk that needs to be moved, incomplete 
stormwater management, and the fact that Marcus was 
using outdated plans. They also said that Marcus had not 
been willing to meet with them to discuss their concerns. 

Marcus' attorney, John McGreen, was in 
attendance and said that Marcus didn't want to come 
back to the planning board every time a small item on the 
punch-list was about to be worked on, noting that would 
hamper the project further. Tucker said that wouldn't be 
necessary. 

With assurances that all parties would meet 
outside the planning board meeting and that the residents 
could return if they needed assistance, the discussion was 
concluded.

Cote, "Shouldn't we be doctoring trees, not taking them 
down?" Expressing concern at the number of trees Cote 
has asked to remove in recent months, she added, "We're 
not going to have scenic ways." 

The planning board members heard Cote's 
rational for the removal of the trees - some due to safety 
concerns and others due to possible diseases. Of the five 
locations, the board members granted permission at three: 
a maple tree at 150 North Street, a Bradford pear tree at 
29 Pearl Street, and an ash tree at the corner of Pine Island 
and Old Marion Road.

"perhaps Jazz for brunch." We were specifically told by 
Mr. Johnson, at the hearing, that the room doesn't support 
a "Rock and Roll" band. He stated that he would agree to 
set up the music "kitty corner to the kneewall in the bar 
area." 

We were comfortable with that, and we and the 
rest of the neighborhood welcomed the new owners. And 
we think that our neighbors would still join us in saying 
that we welcome the Inn that was described to us that 
night. 

But, shortly after the current owners started 
operating the Inn, the bar's configuration was drastically 
changed, the "kneewall" was removed, and the 
occupancy in the bar more than tripled, from 26 to 80 
patrons. 

And, in addition to the previously cited local 
folk musician, the following have played at the Inn 
Wednesday to Saturday evenings: Dancing Dogs, Daddy 
O, Pumpkin Head Ted, Moldy Suitcases, Loose Cannon, 
Whiskey Affair, Pourmen, and Wood N Wire, etc. 

We are not alone in thinking that the noise from 
the Inn's entertainment is disturbing. At the Inn's website, 
people interested in booking a room there are warned 
of the noise from the bar area, specifically from live, 
electronically amplified noise, that may be heard in the 
Inn's rooms that are available for lodging. Of course, the 
prospective guest has the option of staying somewhere 
else. But we and our neighbors don't have that choice. 
This is where we live! 

And, we are not the only ones disturbed by the 
noise. We are aware of neighbors who have resorted to 
wearing earplugs to sleep, who keep the air conditioning 
on, and close all their doors and windows to try to 
prevent the noise from disturbing them at all hours of the 
night. This is not right. 

Again, we do not want to close the Inn. We want 
the Inn to operate like an Inn, as opposed to a nightclub. 
The Inn is in a residential neighborhood. 

On numerous occasions, we have tried to meet 
and work with the current owners of the Inn. We were 
optimistic when some of the Town officials became 
involved. We so appreciated Chief Lyons and Selectman

Paul Silva for taking time from their very busy schedules 
to participate in a meeting with us. 

At that meeting, an amazing draft of 
Entertainment License Rules and Regulations, which 
included regulations for noise that Police Chief Lyons 
had prepared and posted on the Town's website, was 
discussed. It was clear to us, if this noise regulation 
was put in place, that it would be a benefit to the 
Town of Mattapoisett as a whole and would address 
many of the issues related to the Inn. If enacted, and 
enforced, no residential area or any area in the vicinity of 
entertainment, would have an issue with noise. 

Turk's and Reservation Restaurant stated, in 
writing, at that time, that they had no problem with that 
Noise Regulation language drafted by Chief Lyons. 

Chief Lyons is to be congratulated in being 
so forward thinking as to create these regulations 
(including noise) for entertainment licenses in the town. 
Unfortunately, to date, these rules and regulations have 
not been enacted, and, as such, there has been no attempt 
to restrict the noise from the Inn. 

This has left us in an untenable position. Without 
any cooperation from the Inn, we have been forced 
towards litigation. This is never where we wanted to be. 

Again, we have no interest in closing the Inn. 

We would ask anyone who has an interest in 
this matter, take a few minutes and review the proposed 
Entertainment License Rules and Regulations that was 
drafted by Chief Lyons. If people take the time to review 
it, and realize that it was proposed in order to ultimately 
protect all of the residents of Mattapoisett, it is our belief 
that not only would it put this matter to rest, it also would 
safeguard some of what makes this great town so special 
to us all. 

We are more than happy to share our experience 
and concerns with anyone who cares to hear our side of 
the story.

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On the Road Again

Knight of Cups. Starring Christian Bale and Cate 
Blanchett. Directed by Terrence Malick. Running time: 
118 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

And so we enter that rarefied realm again, the 
world of reclusive writer/ director — or poet/ director 

— or poet/ poet — Terrence Malick. This confounding 
auteur once spent twenty years between films, but now 
he appears to have followed the exhortations of Thomas 
Carlyle, who advised us to "produce! produce!" because 
"the night cometh, wherein no man can work." So in the 
wake of the universe-straddling The Tree of Life (2011) 
and the ode to romantic love and difficulty To the Wonder 
(2012), we now bear witness to Knight of Cups, which, for 
those of you who thrilled to the voice-over musings and 
lamentations of To the Wonder , provides more of the same. 

I used to razz Malick for his ontological excesses 

— the mere thought of his 1998 The Thin Red Line makes 
me break out in hives. But as he and I have gotten older, 
Malick has stubbornly borne down on his woolgathering 
style, drifting farther away from standard narrative, 
while I have grown tired of standard narrative, especially 
as Hollywood practices it these days. So Knight of Cups, 
which peripatetically follows L.A. screenwriter Rick 
(Christian Bale) as he shuffles his deck of memories of 
past women, doesn't make me want to tear my own face 
off the way it might once have done. Perhaps it's just 
capitulating to the experience: Malick gotta Malick. Fish 
gotta swim, birds gotta fly, Malick gotta swim around in 
immaculate imagery while women twirl and throw their 
hands in the air and men mope around weighed down by 
the eternal struggle between Nature and Grace. 

I can say that the style here seems jumpier, odder, 
less becalmed than that of Tree of Life or To the Wonder. Rick 
seems to be Malick' s object lesson in how not to comport 
oneself as an artist and a human. He fritters away his life 
on empty pursuits, breaking hearts along the way. He 
searches, but the crass milieu of Los Angeles has blunted 
his perception. Rick also thinks about his dead brother, 
as well as his still-living brother (Wes Bentley), one of 



those saturnine, bitterly witty black sheep so many movie 
families have. Now and again, Rick's religious father 
(Brian Dennehy) heaves his bulk into view; Dennehy, in 
his seventies, still has the most Brobdingnagian shoulders 
you've ever seen, and still looks as though he could just 
shrug you into the next life. Knight of Cups must be the 
artiest movie Dennehy has been in since The Belly of an 
Architect many moons ago. 

It would probably take a hermetic band of 
analysts a year to unpack all the symbology in Knight of 
Cups, starting with its Tarot-inspired title and chapter 
headings. In the Tarot, the Knight of Cups card signifies 
love and joy; however, the same card when drawn upside 
down means the reverse, and the movie's poster features 
Bale upside down on a card. There are also Malick's 
usual favorite habitats: the beach at magic hour; water, 
water everywhere, though not cleansing or baptismal but 
weirdly isolating. Los Angeles from Malick's viewpoint 
is spiritually adrift, no country for thoughtful men. Yet 
even such places as a nightclub or a strip club are artfully 
abstracted. 

The interior monologues more or less take over; 
what few direct dialogue exchanges we hear are often 
muted or blanketed by music. The largely improvised 
scenes have the tone of actors restlessly prowling a 
stage in some Off-Off-Off-Broadway experimental play; 
Emmanuel Lubezki's mostly hand-held cinematography 
adds to the restlessness. There's something insecure and 
almost frightened in the emulsion of the film; it seems to 
be making itself, finding its way in a dark room. Readily 
ripe for parody, Knight of Cups exists in a world of great 
sincerity Snark is too easy a response to it. Reverence 
probably is, too. So: this is more of Malick doing more of 
what Malick does. He's the only one doing work of such 
curiosity on this scale and this budget level. When he 
dies, his entire unique microgenre of filmmaking will die 
with him. You may be grateful for that when it happens, 
but I won't be joining you, not during a period when 
idiosyncrasy and art are to be valued more than ever.

split in half a 500-foot long oil tanker, the Pendleton, 
approximately one mile off the coast of Cape Cod, 
Massachusetts; twenty miles away, a second oil tanker, the 
Fort Mercer, also split in half. On both fractured tankers, 
men were trapped on the severed bows and sterns, all 
four sections sinking in 60-foot seas. Thus began a life 
and death drama of survival, heroism, and a series of 
tragic mistakes. Of the 84 seamen aboard the tankers, 70 
would be rescued. Tougias tells the tale of the men, the 
storm, the wrecks, and the four young Coast Guardsmen 
who launched themselves over Chatham Bars and into 
the storm to save the 32 souls stranded on the stern of the 
Pendleton.
